Wc whose eyes arc lifted up to 
Him n>ni;i be cireful to take a lar^e 
view and trust God for the triumph 
of His own Klnpdom on earth, leav- 
ing in Him the ivay He sees fit to 
bring this about. As a dear com- 
rade wrote to me, "Iiuthese stormy 
days, wc must trust God as the pas- 
sengers of a ship trust the pilot, nnd 
not question the why and wherefore 
if He Seems to take a longer route 
home" than we anticipated." 

I very much rcg rot that we arc SO 
largely 'cut oH from our comrades in 
Germany that it is not possible to 
wriie of what they arc doing, but wc 
are confident that the Spirit of 
Christ is drnwiiig them forth to 
works of mercy, whether at the front 
or in the heart of the country. 

Tbt following extract £roin a let- 
ter to my husband from an Ofiiccr 
in Ccrman SwluarLind. where the 
sj-mpaihicfl nf the country are nlinost 
entirely with the Germans, re veals a . 
tittle ftf the international spirit which 
we value SO highiy amongst us :— 

"Let mc tell you how constantly I 
am with you, days, and very often 
nights also, in the awful calamity 
that ho^ come to us all^ and in a 
very special w^y to you, dear Gen- 
eral I am mjseli in soEc trouble 
and distress about it. It seems such 
an utter breakdown of everything— 
culture, morals, Christianity e%'en — 
and when the distress comes on me 
like a mighty enemy, then I think of 
all those whose position adds an 
estra burden of distress to them, and 
my thoughts and prayers are for 
you. This morning, while Speaking 
of the calamity which the war was 
for our dear Amy, recruiting itself 
in every nation, the gladdening 
thought came to mc that the very 
fact of its international composition 
could ?ive it a beautiful mission in 
this way if every Salvationist could 
I:«^ and show forth an international 
sdirit, thc'Spirit of Christ, and w'Ork 
for it "aiaoRgSt "his surroundings, 
loakinjx at it as his mission to do to.

F am glad to think that one effect 
of this war may" be to brfng down 
somewhat the barrier which differ-, 
tiice ill creed has raised up. i have 
felt this in tHfi..*nii:istry-o£ P^ctt^t- - 
ant ^Ingland totheBelgiat] refugees, - 
the majority of whom are Roman : 
Catholics', and also iri the loyal ser- 
vice of the troops from India: - I ' 
know some baye felt it a very ter- 
rible thing that those we call heath- 
en should be employed against so- 
called Christian nations, but the 
Bible history, bos shown tis often . 
that God made use of heathen na- . 
ttons in teaching His people- what - 
they would not katn by other nacans. 
And certainly God has -taught, us 
that He will render to every .man 
according to his deods. For no_t 
the hearers of the law are just be- 
fore God, but the doers of the law 
shall be justified. For when ,thc 
Gentiles which have not the la\v_^do 
by nature the thlnPS contained in 
the law, these having not the law 
area law unto themselves." Wc 
ought to rejoice in the oneness and . 
loyalty of the British Empire, and I 
believe that this union on the battle 
field of dilTeteiit races may be very 
effective in lirc:itcing down prcjiidiec 
of caste and class, which has hcen 
so Krcat a hindrance in the MiRKion 
Field. '

gian refugees at 239 Marc Street, 
Hackney. A very p.itlictic parly in- 
deed were those v.ho arrivt^d llitrc 
on Friday night, having had to flee 
from Antwerp when the shells were 
flying around. All they could bring 
with them was a small bundle of 
clothes. They came across in a fish- 
ing smack, and were thrca days antl . 
three nights reaching Dover, Iiavin^ 
no food or water during this timu. 
Two 0:f the women have Inisbantts" 
and HOns on another boat, and do 
not yet know what- has hcconie of 

The following aficrnoon five Rus- 
sian refugees also arrived— a man, 
wif- aiift thfir thr*!" rliildn^iv. Th-y 
cKftaperi from Antwerp in a Email 
boat to Rotterdam, and then came 
OS to England. .\11 ars vcr;- sad it 
leaving their homes. Wc have a 
much larger party— between two 
and three hundred—at our Men's 
Shelter ill Quaker Street, E. They, 
and all who are enjoying the hospi- 
tality of England, arc full of gratt- 
turc and thankfutness, and rejoice, 
in the feeling of safety. But the 
plight of those who have not been 
able to. leave is, I fear, terrible. An 
Officer writing from the south of 
Belgium, says:— 

"There is little or no work, no 
money, very little food;' in fact, 
famine is greatly leared, and the 
consequences of war are awful to 
contemplates There is no white 
bread, only .black oc bread, nO su- 
gar, no butter, no coffee, no'parra- 
fin, and crowds of other necessaries 
are wanting." 

Cottimissioncr Cosandey, who left 
us last week for the Belgian field,

Little Current, Ont. 
Having- read your Jtistructions re 
drying- applet, and being a retired 
farmer's u'ife, I would tike to Icll

This. method is used by a 
great many, as bclne much surer 
and a far more cleanly way of do- 
ing dried apples than stringing 
them.' If-the apples are dried too 
sJowly when on strings, they arc apt 
to Hecay at the string unless moved 
On ihe. string- occasionally. 

Talce. four strips of wood, about 
an inch square, and tnalce a rack to 
fit the stove oven. Put two'inch 
screws, one at each corner of rack 
to keep it up from oven bottom and 
to allow air' to circulate beneath 
rack.

MAKSHMALLOW5 HARMLESS 

OWING to complaints that various 
iwcet meats in which whiteness is 
desired, particularly marshmallows, 
•re^jueslly eonliined flotahic quan- 
tities of sidphurOHS aeids and «nl- 
pliites, an investigation .was under- 
taker, by the Government. Ninety- 
three samples were purchased in 
various cities, and chemical tests 
were made.

ers. Unknown to all, close at hand, 
the Boers lay in 1 long trench, wail- 
ing for this gallant soEdier _and his 
devoted fnllowers.

Hattlc of the Rifles, 

A great diffcf#fJ€ir~ui~"o"pinion 
c-Kihl^^as-^o-what g.-ivc the signal of 
■iSc' advance lo the Boers. It may 
have been the message of a Boer 
scout, or the firing of a gun in the 
ranks, or the noise of some soldier 
tripping over an ol>= taclg in the dark. 
It may liaveheen any, all, or none of 
these things. Whatever the cause, 
all at once in the darkness tiicre 
crashed a roar of Tir.?, and the black- 
ncsfl a{ night was aflame with the 
blinding dash of the Boer nflcs. Just 
before this volley came the order 
had been given to extend, but the 
men had not had ^nffi^'lerit t!me to 
carry it out. The storm of bullets 
broke upon the head and fight flank 
of the coiuimi, mid iL wu» shattered 
and broken. 

Major-Gcneral Wauchopc was 
one of-tlie-flrst to fall, but he stap- 
gCTcd to his feet agaiu^ and then fell 
to rise no more. Those who wdrc 
ncaicst to him have said that this 
brave man's last \yords were: "What 
a pity! What a pity!" A tnic- 
hcarled Scottish soldier, there never 
lived a kinder, braver gentleman 
than General Wauchopc, laird of 
Kiddric. 

In the Entanglements, 

By this time men wvrt going down 
in hundreds, and a wild howl of 
rage and agony burst from the 
throats of the frantic Highlanders. 
As the men fell, some dead, sonic 
wounded, f^te&i numbers were 
knocked down by the terrible -rush 
of the broken ranks. It was a hor- 
rible afTair, and a sight never to be 
forgotten by those '.vho lived through
